Army officers here show no hesl-
ifancy In expressing their oplnion
that to attempt to pursue Villa
farther without the ald of the rail-|
roads ls almost a hopeless task un-
less, of course some lucky accldent
Intervenes. The one incalculable

factor ia the question as to whether|
Villa Is wounded or not. The Mexi-
can commanders are emphatic 1|
thelr nesertions that the bandit chlef |
is gerlously disabled, but thelr belief
s mot shared by the Amerlcan com-
manders, That Villa should spread
a report. to the effect he had
been shot s so characteristic a ma-
neuver that it {8 received with con-
Eifderable reservation.
